WASHINGTON, May 15.—()— 
Selection of a commodity chief for 
cotton to administer provisions of the 
farm law were discussed today by a 
group of southerners interested in the 
cotton industry with George N. Peek, 
chief administrator.

U.S. Expected To Act 


To End Arms Impasse 


Europe Alarmed by Hitler’s Attitude on Re- 
) armament and War Talk Spreads 
Over Continent. 


By the Associated Press. 

President Roosevelt prepared to 
make #@ new important declaration of 
American foreign policy today, timed 
apparently to deal with a crisis that 
is ming more portentous in the 
European situation. 

With a showdown facing the 
Geneva disarmament conference and 
with Chancellor Hitler preparing his 
address to the German, reichstag to- 
morrow on the subject of arms, Mr. 
Roesevelt conferred at length with 
state department officials. 

The success or failure of the dis- 
armament conference in the next two 
weeks, American officials and those 
of other governments believed, may 
make or break the world economic 
conference assembling this summer. 

Chancellor Hitler is expected to go 
into seclusion today to formulate his 
speech for tomorrow’s special. session 
of the reichstag, when he is to de- 
fend Germany’s armament be- 
fore the world. No friends nor cabi- 
net associates will aid him in plan- 
ning his speech, a Berlin spokesman 


said. 

The British foreign secretary, Sir 
John Simon, deprecated “alarmist ru- 
mors” when it was suggested in the 
house of commons that a warship be 
sent to Danzig, where Hitlerites 
threaten to gain control of the gov- 
ernment in elections May 28. London

R. S. Redfern’s Body 
Is Found in River 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., May 15.— 
(”)—Discovered floating downstream 
b, a fisherman, the body of Richard 
S. Redfern, 59-year-old Rochester real- 
tor and uncle of Paul Redfern, youth- 
ful aviator who was lost during a 
Georgia-to-Brazil nonstop flight in 

27, was recovered from the Gene- 
see river today. 

His body had been sought since 
April 24, when a man answering his 
description plunged from Veterans’ 
Memorial bridge. Redfern’s automo- 
bile was found parked near the bridge 
and when his brother, Edwin Red- 
fern, received a farewell note, the 
family said there was no doubt of 
the suicide’s identity. 

Identification was made by person- 
al articles on the body and a note 
—— to Edwin Redfern which 
read » 

“Dear Ed: Take care.” 

His brother ascribed the suicide to 
financial worries and illness. 

He had financed an expedition to 
South America,to hunt for his neph- 
ew, who was b€lieved to have crashed 
in the jungle and was still living as 
the captive of Indians. 

The day before Redfern jumped 
from the bridge, a story was published 
that the leader of the expedition had 
been arrested at Para, Brazil, for 


He replied that he had complied 
with the law, but asserted that he 
felt the statute itself was a viola- 
tion of the constitution.

The Mexican painter compared his 
dismissal to the case of Henderson 
and said freedom was at stake iu both 
situations. While he was speaking a 
student attempted to tie a black gag 
around the statue of alma mater and 
the first skirmish broke out. 

A second occurred around a Hendeér- 
son banner while McAlister Coleman, 
socialist leader, held the forum. Fight- 
ing broke out anew when-John Dono- 
van, chairman of the meeting, held 
aloft an effigr of President Nicholas 
Murray Butler and a student on the 


other side shouted: “This is why Hit- 
ler is doing what he is in Germany.’ 

Other speakers included Hlendersen 
himself and Alfred Bingham, son of 
former Senator Hiram Bingham, of 
Connecticut, who edits a liberal mag- 
azine.

He 
is editor of the Journal of Political 
Economy. 

In his address on “Inflation” at 

wor night session, Professor Vines 
said: 
“To wait for natural processes to 
create business recovery would now be 
dangerous delay. The secret of busi- 
ness recovery is the re-establishment 
of profit margins in business so that 
spendable funds will be used and 
banks can be induced to create new 
funds. Inflation proceeds on the 
theory that this recovery will be in- 
duced by an increase in prices without 
proportionate increase in costs, thus 
re-establishing a profit margin in 
business. 

“All the government can do safely 
is to prime the inflation pump. In the 
last analysis, the public will have to 
do its own inflating. 

“There are,” according to Mr. 
Viner, “two chief dangers in inflation. 
Firat, a deliberate wildness on the 
part of the government or banks and, 
second, the development of a budgetary 
deficit which would compel the gov- 
ennment to resort to the printing 
press,” 

He minimized the danger of budg- 
etary difficulties because the present 
administration has shown a thorough- 
ly realistic attitude in its handling of 
the budget problem. ? 

“Some dangers,” he said, “may 
accrue from the fact that too great 
a price increase may be undertaken. 
A rise of 15 to 20 per cent in prices 
should now be sufficient for a sub- 
stantial businéss recovery, anything 
more than that is likely to be unfair 
to labor and will create huge unearn- 
ed profits at the expense of the rest 
of the community.” 

Professor Paul Douglas, of the 
University of Chicago, will give two 
lectures Tuesday on phases of world 
unemployment, which will conclude 
this year’s session of the institute.

PROFITS ON THE FARM. 

Conclusive proof that not only a 
living, but handsome profits, can 
be made on the farm in Georgia, | 
even during a period when agri- | 
culture generally throughout the 
country is prostrate, is found in | 
the record of 28 Georgia farmers | 
participating in the 1932 profitable |

These farmers, operating small |

Thus the group of farmers dem- 
onstrated that either in the produc- 
tion of such staple crops as cot- 
ton, corn or grain, or in perishable 
vegetables, or the raising of meat, 
it is possible, even under the worst 
market conditions, to live comfort- 
ably and profitably off the proceeds 
of the soil in Georgia. 

The time has passed when a 
Georgia farmer can expect to make 
a living by planting a few acres in 
cotton or corn, but he is assured of 


if he plants and cultivates wisely. 
One of the best lessons of the 
past four years of depression has 


usual one. Any situation in which

Health Talks

SALT WATER MORE REFRESH 
ING THAN PURE WATER. 


Men who work under conditions of 
intense heat naturally sweat. profuse- 
ly and become very thirsty. If they 
drink the large quantities of water 
their thirst calls for, they are likely 
to suffer from cramps, vr milder 
symptoms such as fatigue and lassi- 
tude. 

Dr. H. C. Wortlfington says that 
when golfing and sweating freely he 
finds that plain water at the foun- 
tain does not seem to go anywhere 
or relieve thirst, but if he adds salt 
to the water it becomes refreshing 
and stimulating. The thoughtful doc- 
tor adds that many years ago when 
hot and tired and sweating from bi- 
cycling he discovered that a draft of 
common table salt in a glass of water 
was far more refreshing and invigo- 
rating than any of the drinks he 
could get along the road, 

For people who are _ fortunate 
enough to work up a good sweat at 
their daily work, play or hobby rid- 
ing, this is an interesting question of 
psysiology. Active sweating (in- 
duced by muscular exercise) every 
day is a fine thing for health. Not 
because any “poison” or “toxic waste 
matter” is excreted in the sweat, but 
because it is an index of increased 
metabolism, increased oxidation, . bet- 
ter combustion, and that’s the way 
any harmful wastes are destroyed. 
Sweat is practically nothing but 
water and salt. When sweating is 
profuse, considerable salt is excreted, 
and this salt is drawn from the blood 
and the lymph or fluid in the tissues 
of the body. The rapid loss of water 
produces great thirst. If the indi- 
vidual now drinks freely of water his 
blood and lymph become quickly di- 
luted. This means diminished osmotic 
pressure, Characteristic symptoms are 
fatigue and lassitude in mild cases; 
cramps in more severe cases; general 
convulsions and even death in rare 
instances. But if the individual takes 
some salt in the water or in or on 
any relish or food, the salt is prompt-

He stood for that side of 
Hollywood which, being unsensational, 
is seldom written: A faithful friend, 
a faithful husband and a fine artist.

This 
class of foods, the carbuvhydrates, 
should constitute the chief part of 
everybody's subsistence. A man doing 
hard outdoor work on a well-balanced 
diet gets perhaps 400 calories from 
proteins, 1,400 to 1,600 from fats, 
and 2,000 from carbohydrates. 
A minimum of half a teaspoonful 
of salt is required daily to make up 
the inevitable loss. The average per- 
son takes about a _ tablespoonful of 
salt daily, in such foods as eggs. milk 
and meat or added as preservative. 
seasoning or condiment. If all salted 
items are excluded from the diet for 
a few days there is a loss of four or 
five pounds in body weight—that 
much less water retained in blood 
and tissues. .

cent gasoline tax; a sales levy on cof- 
fee, tea, spices, bananas, r and

Chairman Harrison, of the senate 
finance committee, said his group and 
the house ways and means committee 
would begin an immediate study of 
the best methods of raising the needed 
revenue. Long an opponent of the 
sales tax, he said, however, that he 
would accept it if nothing else could 
be found. 

The president’s fiscal advisors have 
decided that to pay interest on and 
amortize money borrowed for the three 
billion dollar construction program, 
$220,000,000 a year must be raised in 
addition to usual treasury receipts. 

Income Tax Increase. 

Suggestions to increase the present 
normal income tax rates from 4 per 
cent on the first $4,000 to 5 or 6 
per cent and from 8 per cent on in- 
come above $4,000 to 9 or 10 per cent 
were made. However, it was said this 
would not bring in the $220,000,000 
needed and would have to be supple- 
mented by other special levies. 

Meanwhile organized labor was 
known to be dissatisfied with certain 
of the provisions relating to working 
conditions and at an all-day session 
a group of prominent manufacturers 
— deeply into the probable ef- 
ects on industry of these same pro- 
visions. 

From within the closed doors of 
the meeting of the National Associa-, 
tion of Manufacturers’ steering com- 
mittee came reports that some mem- 
bers were strongly against the labor 
clauses despite the compensating re- 
turns to industry through relaxation 
of the anti-trust laws to® permit 
agreements on production, wages and 
hours of work. 

At the Federation of Labor it was 
said that President William Green 
had not seen a copy of the proposed 
bill and that Donald Richberg, attor- 
ney for the Association of Railway 
Labor Executives, who has been one 
of the drafters, was not regarded 
there as a spokesman of labor. 

Another possible objection in con- 
gress lay in the anti-trust law 
changes. Rebel democrats forced a 
caucus last week with the intention 
of putting the house majority on rec- 
ord against any loosening of these 
laws. The move failed, however.

When our sis- 
ter states allow sales of beer as pre- 
scri by the congress of the nation, 
we are forced to do so or to allow 
our state to be overrun with bootleg- 
ers. This council has not passed a 
ozen legal measures this year. Traf- 
fie accidents in Atlanta are in a large 
measure due to liquor and beer run- 
ning. 

“Is Atlanta not to back the presi- 
dent in his efforts to re-establish and 
rehabilitate the country? I hope this 
council overrides this decision.’ 

-On motion of Berman, Key was in- 
vited to speak before the council 
voted on.the matter. 

“I accept the invitation,” Key said. 
“This is a highly controversial sub- 
ject on which honest men may Well 
differ. Many questions have to be set- 
tled in government which are not ad- 
justed according to the strict letter 
of the law.

Very apparently 
it is timed to deal with a crisis that 
is becoming more and more pretentous 
in the tense European situation. 

The president is understood to be 
ready to outline to the troubled world 
the part An.:rica expects to play in 
earnest efforts to preserve peace.. 

Just how far he will go is prob- 
lematical. He is believed to hold no 
opposition to entering into consulta- 
tion with other nations. His policy, 
however, is'not expected to include 
the United States in any votes or 
binding agreements or consultation. 

It is a policy expected to be direct- 
ed at throwing the full weight of 
American influence toward peace in 
a hitherto unsurpassed effort at mo- 
bilizing world opinion. 

Throughout the day the state de- 
partment hummed with activity and 
it was almost sundown when Secre- 
tary Hull led his colleagues across 
the street to the White House. 

The United States already has 
made clear its opposition to German 
rearmament, working instead for a 
reduction in the arms of her conquer- 
ors and other nations as provided in 
the Versailles treaty. ° 


HITLER TO FRAME SPEECH — 
2 IN SECLESION TODAY 


BERLIN, May 15.—(4)—Chancel 
lor Adolf Hitler, who is faced with 
the gravest decision concerning for- 
eign affairs since he came to power 
January 30, is expected by his friends 
and followers to go into seclusion to- 
morrow to formulate his speech for 
Wednesday's special session of the 
reichstag. 

According to a spokesman whe 
knows him intimately, the chaucellor 
will conceive his speech in solitude, 
and nobody—not even his cabinet 
members—will know before *he begir~ 
to speak at 3 o’clock Wednesday aft- 
ernoon in what words he has decided 
to clothe Germany's arms program 
and demands.

BRITISH FOREIGN SECRETARY 
SCORES “ALAKMIST RUMORS” 


_ LONDON, May 15. Declin- 
ing to commit either himself or the 
government’ on reports that Germany 
plans to rearm, Foreign Secretary 
Sir John Simon in the house of com- 
mons today deprecated the spreading 
of “alarmist rumors.”

Danzig was taken 
from Germany in the treaty of Ver- 
sailles. 

“I understand,” the foreign secre- 
oy said, “that a courtesy visit of one 
of his majesty’s ships to Danzig has 
been arranged for the end of June, 
forming a part of the normal summer 
cruise. I see no reason for sending one 
of his majesty’s ships there now.”

PARIS, May 15.—(#)}—The United 
States, France and Great Britain are 
actively preparing to face Germany 
with a common front of opposition 
against her rearmament. 

The German stand on arms, which 
is expected to be explained by Chan- 
cellor' Adolf Hitler at the special 
meeting of the reichstag Wednesday, 
was the subject of a 50-minute talk 
today by Norman H. Davis, Ameri- 
ean ambassador-at-large, and Foreign 
Minister Joseph Paul-Boncour. .

“We insisted, as I said, that our

“We face a world disturbed econom- 
ically and politically, each reacting 
on the other,” he said, “where the 
costs of armaments threaten the eco- 
nomic lifeblood of the nations, and 
where armies endanger their peace.

They 
create by their existence fear instead 
of faith, and we only need to look 
at the problems. in. our country as 
a whole, the problems in our com- 
munity, the doubts in our own homes 
to realize what fear can do.”

The bowling started atl2 noon Mon- 
day, and was supposed to have con- 
tinued for nearly eight hours, as the 
former record time was seven hours, 
fifty-nine and one-half minutes—but 
it seemed that most of the boys were 
trying for the time mark and did not 
concentrate quite as hard on the high 
average mark. Bowling one hundred 
games steadily, with just one man to 
a pair of alleys, is quite an accomp- 
lishment, but when it is bowled in the 
short time of slightly over six hours 
it is a real feat, more especially when 
the pins are falling with each ball 
thrown. 

Four bowlers started, Paul §. Eth- 
eridge Jr., Carl Tidwell, George W. 
McKay and John S. Blick. After about 
eighty-four games young Etheridge 
saw that he was out of the running 
as far as average or time was con- 
cerned and he failed to finish, but 
the other three fought desperately. 

Carl Tidwell proved one of the big- 
gest sensations of the event finishing 
in six hours and fifteen minutes with 
an average of 109.27 for the one 
hundred games, four pins per game 
under the world’s record century 
mark average, and fourteen minutes 
shy of Blick’s new world’s record 
time. Tidwell was picked to with- 
draw after about fifty games, but he 
finished his even hundred and claim- 
ed to be in good shape. (Incidentally, 
Tidwell bowled two pins per game 
higiter than his season average.) 

George W. McKay, ranking bowler 
of the city, and the only bowler in 
Atlanta to finish a season with an 
average in excess of 115, finished the 
one’ hundred games with an average 
of 108.40 in six hours, fifteen and one- 
half minutes. At different intervals 
throughout the match George held the 
lead but, as fell the lot of the others, 
a series of splits pulled his mark 
down considerably. Both McKay and

Most of the burned buildings in 
Auburn were wooden frame tenement 
houses, the homes of textile and shoe 
workers.
